Annapolis. -Md.. July 20.—The second 


day's session of the naval court of in- 
quiry, which Is sitting to Investigate 
the cause of the death of Lieutenant 
J.imos N. Sutton. United States Ma- 
rine corps, of Portland, Ore., who eith- 
er shot himself or was shot by an un- 
identified person In a 
quarrel 
with 


brother officers on the night of October 
32, 1907, opened today with Lieutenant 
Robert E. Adams, United States Ma- 
rine corps, still on the witness stand. 
Adams was the officer who fought with 
Sutton and testified yesterday that 
Sutton killed himself when he thought 
he had shot Lieutenant Roelker, an- 
other officer of marines who was con- 
cerned in the brawl. 


The other young officers of marines 


who were with Sutton on the night .he 
met his death, including Lieutenants 
Bevin and Osterman are barred from 
the court room until they are called, 
to testify. Osterman had a fight with 
Sutton an hour before Adams met him 
and he began blnzlng away at Adams 
with two 
revolvers, 
according 
to 


Adams' testimony. 


Saw Sutton Draw Revolver. 


"i want you to state again if you 


saw Lieutenant. Sutton kill himself," 
Attorney Davis asked Adams. ' 


"As I have said. I saw Sutton draw 


a revolver from under him in 'his right 
hand like this (illustrating the motion) 
turn his head'to the'right and tire. I 
paw the flash jump about six inches," 
the lieutenant replied.

"Leonard joined in the objection. The 


court ruled that Mr. Davis could ask 
the question provided he alone was 
assured that Adams hnd marie such a 
itateraent. and not ask the witness to 
assume that he had made K after the 
witness denied making it. 


Could Not Remember. 


Adams said he did not remember 


making'such a statement. "I have told 
you before,"'he said, "that I told Mrs. 
Parker to look up the records of the 
testimony of the first hearing it she 
wanted to find out anything, and fur- 
thermore Mrs. Parker was willing to 
talk with, (he-other officers in twos or 
threes or bunches, but. she wanted to 
ste me alone."

Courts in State. 


Washington. July .20.—"Intolerable" 


declared the attorney general. "The 
attorney general' is right." ruled the 
comptroller of the currency. 
And out 


in the Hoosler state of Indiana, Noble 
C. Butler, clerk of the United States 
circuit -court and likewise clerk of the 
United States district court for that 
state, loses in a claim.under which his 
personal 
compensation 
would 
be 


greater than the compensation of two 
persons separately holding the office. 


"Fees from one court." the comp- 


troller incidentally holds "cannot be 
used to defray expenses of another 
court." 


• The gross fees of the two courts be- 
tween January 1 and December 1, 
ISOS aggregated $13.708. 
Mr. Butler's 


idea according to the comptroller was 
to consolidate the gross fees of the cir- 
cuit and the district courts, of each of 
which he is clerk, to deduct therefrom 
the total expenses of both offices and 
from the "remainder retain his max- 
imum personal compensation of $3.509 
in each of the courts.

It was in this barn that he was 
found by Lev! and Frank Taylor, who 
wanted him to work for them. 


Jacobson landed in N'sw York city 


in JSM. having come to this c-ountry 
from Copenhagen. Denmark, about a 
year after the dftuh of his wife. It is 
said that five children—three sons and 
two n.inglitcrs—are still living in that 
country. 


Trustee K. M. Johnston has taken

Jacdb Luckey Has Many In- 


juries That May Result 


in His Death. 


Injuries that may prove fatal at.-any 


time were sustained by Jacob Luckey, 


7 St. Mary's avenue, atrio o'clock 


.his morning when he was "-pinched 
jetween two lumber 
piles 
at ; the 


Diether lumber yard on'East Superior 
street. • Eight ribs on his left side are 
broken away from the spinal column, 
liis left collar bone is snapped, both 
laws are horribly bruised, and there is 
a four-inch scalp wound on the left 
side, and -his left lung is punctured so 
that that side of-the body'is filled with 
air. Besides these he has other inter- 
nal injuries 'that have not yet been 
determined. 
Though he is in a par- 


ticularly-serious condition and is suf- 
fering excruciating pain, his doctors 
say that the injuries are of such a na-; 
ture that his life or death may depend 
upon the slightest thing. 
They say 


unless complications set'in his chances 
for recovery are'fair. 


.Luckey 
has" been 
employed as a 


teamster' by the Diether company for 
the past twenty years and he' is the 
first one. to be injured in that time 
within the yard limits.. He is 60 years 
of age and-this fact works'against, his 
chances for recovery, • though he has a 
sound and hardy 
constitution 
that 


partially reacts against his age. 


Pile of Heavy Planks. 


The pile of lumber that fell over 


upon Luckey was a bunch of 2x10- 
Inch planks. 
With Tony Stevens' ho 


had pulled several slnbs off the pile to 
load upon his wagon and was just 
about to emerge from between the 
pile he had been working upon and a 
stack of 2xS-inch slabs alongside when 
the larger.pile in a manner mysterious 
to all slipped inward and Luckey was 
caught 
under . them, being, pushed 


against the' smaller slabs. 
Stevens 


called other men about the yard to his 
assistance, and lifted the. boards 
off 


Luckey to flnd-.iiim partially..uncon- 
scious nnd unable to move. The Bar- 
nett ambulance was called and he was 
hurried to Hope hospital, while Stev- 
ens and another worker held up his 
bark, as when Luckey regained con- 
sciousness he 
complained of great 


pains about his stomach and spinal 
cord. 


At the hospital he was operated up- 


on by Drs. M. F. Porter. B. P. Weaver 
and 
T. W. Ditton. 
The 
physicians 


worked over him for several hours in 
an effort to ease the p.iln when the 
unfortunate man should come out from 
under the effects.of the ether. 
There 


is- little that can be done at present 
other than to protect him ns far as 
possible from pneumonia, which, should 
.he contract it. would undoubtedly re- 
sult in his death. 


Had Always Been Careful. 


The accident is all the more deplora- 


.Wc .because of the carefulness which 
all the employes of the company have 
exercised. This fact is made evident 
in noting that that today was the first 
accident since the establishment of the 
yard over twenty years back. Liickey 
in particular had always shown great 
care in handling the massive pieces 
lumber and the occurrence today cast 
a glonm over all the yard men. 


Upon arrival at the hospital with 


Luckey Mr. Stevens, manager of the 
yard, took steps to notify his wife of 
the accident and 
although 
terribly 


shocked she bore the news with fortl-

Indictments Against Slayers 


of Illinois Banker

Wateeka. 111., July 20.—Despite the

charge and the Jurors, with State's

o'clock. There were four farmers and 
four'bankers on the Jury, the remain- 
dor being merchants. 


This afternoon a number of witness- 


es were examined by tho grand Jury. 
The first to be called were the Meyer 
brothers of Crescent City,. who were 
among the first to reach tho Sayler 
home after the shooting. .They testi- 
fied to finding the body of Saylor In his 
parlor, and that he was quito dead. 
They stated that there was no ax nor 
weapon of any kind in tho room when 
they reached there, as they looked into 
see how the killing had been done. 


Much Documentary Evidence. 


Coroner Barnum. of Onarga, 
was 


called after the Meyers had left the 
room. He had a mass of evidence pre- 
sented at the inquest and the bloody 
clothing which was taken from Say- 
ler's dead body.

the $200,398 of fixed and general expenses as figured above we have $286,846 per 
year as an approximate cost to Fort Wayne of'the privilege of owning its water 
works and operating them. 


Ths is considerably more than THREE TIMES what the disbursements for 


operating expenses last year amounted to. 


'So in addition to paying over $86,000 for the OPERATION of our water works 


in 1908, we subjected ourselves to DEPRECIATION, and LOSSES OF INTER- 
EST and TAX REVENUES, to INTEREST 011 BONDED DEBT, and to IN- 
CREASED GENERAL EXPENSES, such as we would not have incurred for our 
municipal ownership of water works, amounting to some $200,398 more as shown. 


As a '1909 SPECIAL EXPENSE we have $24,000 of water bonds FALLING 


DUE.

It is not easy to understand how under the circumstances any one could find 


a COST or public ECONOMY plea.for municipal ownership in our water works. 


A long period of popular neglect of the REAL ELEMENTS of COST DOES

the wires of a. telephone company, the 
wires of the telegraph company which' 
had furnished the reports having been 
cut recently in accordance with the 
governor's order. 


It was found also that the Jeffer- 


sonville board of public safety ordered 
that no arrests be made in connection 
with the poolroom. 
Chief Clegs, of 


the Jeffersonville. police told New that 
he did not know anything about the 
gambling and would not Investigate. 


Room Near Ball Park. 


The poo! operations are carried on 


in a building, 50x2f> feet in size, near 
Clayburg, a suburb of Jeftersonville.
